Tientsin Leaders Fear 
Japanese Inspired by 
Italian Victory 

(Copyright, 1936, by Associated Frost) 

TIENTSIN, China. May 15.— 
The Japanese army landed 7600 
troops from four transports today 
in a movement described by the 
Chinese as part of a campaign, 
encouraged by the Italian seizure 
of Ethiopia, for ultimate conquest 
of China. 

The troops were destined imme¬ 
diately for strengthening Japanese 
garrisons in the North China cities 
of Tientsin and Peiping. 

A portion of the reinforcements 
proceeded immediately to Peiping 
to strengthen the Japanese gar¬ 
rison in that ancient Chinese capi¬ 
tal, raising the number of troops 
there to 600. 

10,000 in Tientsin 

The main body of the newcom¬ 
ers was quartered in barracks of 
the Japanese concession in Tient¬ 
sin, bringing the total strength of 
this garrison to nearly 10,000. The 
fresh troops belong to the Kawabe 
brigade of the fifth division. 

The arrival of the reinforcements 
today was believed by Chinese to 
presage an ultimate coming of a 
full Japanese army division of 
15,000 men. 

Buy Land Near Forts 

Simultaneously, as part of its 
plan to militarize the whole of 
North China, Japan has started 
buying extensive lands in the Taku 
area, in the vicinity of the old forts 
about that town in North China s 
Hopen province. 

Japan now has a total of 15,000 
troops south of the great wall, 
80,000 north of the great wall and 
several thousand at Kalgan, Dolo- 
nor and other points of Inner Mon¬ 
golia. 

Informed sources said all ap¬ 
parently were aimed either for 
ultimate occupation of North 
China and Inner Mongolia or for 
a future war against Soviet Rus¬ 
sia, which many believe inevitable.

As for the American war debt, 
Blum asserted France believed the 
question “wiped out," and deplored 
what he called a tragic interna¬ 
tional misunderstanding over the 
issue. 

Earlier, Blum and Anthony 
Eden, the British foreign secre¬ 
tary. had talked about future pol¬ 
icy toward Germany and Italy. 

The day witnessed the depart¬ 
ure of another League of Na¬ 
tions member and brought 
rumors of ini|>eiiding British 
cabinet shaketips. 

League officials ascribed the 
i esignation of Guatemala to "com¬ 
mercial pressure" from Italy. 

Little Guatemala, which had par¬ 
ticipated little in affairs at Geneva 
of late, informed the league it was 
following the example of Germany 
and Japan. 

Guatemala quit the league coun¬ 
cil five years ago, for financial 
reasons. 

Cabinet Change Due 

The British cabinet, with one of 
its members now being named at 
a judicial inquiry into a budget 
"leakage," was reported in some 
quarters to be due for "important" 
changes. 

One of these rumored shifts 
would bring Sir Samuel Hoare - 
he of the controverted Franco- 
Br itish plan for Ethiopian peace - 
back into the cabinet as first lord 
of admiralty. 

Sir Samuel quit as foreign sec¬ 
retary in the uproar over the peace 
plan he wrote in collaboration with 
Pierre Laval, then France’s pre¬ 
mier. The plan, which would have 
granted Premier Mussolini part of 
the country which he subsequently 
seized in its entirety, was given a 
hasty burial by the league. 

Officially Italy put a clamp on 
speculation concerning the new 
Fascist empire’s "suspended col¬ 
laboration” with the league. The 
Bank of Italy moved to reorganize 
Ethiopian finances. 

Future policy toward Italy and 
Germany was discussed by Captain 
Anthony Eden, Britain’s dashing 
young foreign secretary, and Leon 
Blum, the Socialist who probably 
will be the premier of Leftist 
France next month. 

And in Austria, Prince von 
Starhemberg, ousted from the gov¬ 
ernment by Chancellor Kurt 
Schuschnigg, promised "the world 
will hear from the heimwehr.” his 
private army, “in about a week." 


NEWARK. N. J . May 15. iZPi 
Senator William E. Borah warned 
today that unless the Republicans 
select a presidential candidate 
who will "take hold of the ques¬ 
tion of monopoly,’’ he will pursue 
the issue outside the party. 

"No party shibboleths are go¬ 
ing to stand between me and the 
fight for 50 million people who 
have barely enough to live,” de¬ 
clared the veteran Idaho senator. 

He said his own presidential as¬ 
pirations meant little beside the 
"real issues." 

Among these he listed rejuvena¬ 
tion of the Republican party, "the 
end of monopoly and price-fixing 
by the few," aloofness from for¬ 
eign entanglements and the need 
for an indepem’ * judiciary. 

Denouncing lo * rship which he 
declared was ’’driving the Repub¬ 
lican party to destruction." Borah 
said: 

If the Republican party will 
turn its face toward dawn, if it 
will liberalize- name a candidate 
looking toward the future- and if 
I am left out, there won’t be a 
single sting in my soul. 

"However, if the . . . party 
refuses to take hold of the ques¬ 
tion of monopoly, I promise to 
follow the issue and no party 
alignment will control me for a 
minute."

San 
Buenaventura suffered at the 
hands of Gov.

However, it appears that 
this mission was more fortunate 
than the others in having Rafael 
Gonzales as- civil administrator. 
Gonzales took over the station in 
June, 1836, and when William 
Hartnell, inspector general of mis¬ 
sions, arrived there in June, 1839, 
he found the temporal affairs of 
San Buenaventura in good shape 
and his inventory showed 2208 
head of cattle, 1870 sheep, 799 
horses, 35 mules, 65 goats and 15 
mules. 

Cico Completed Ruin 

Gov. Pio Pico completed the ruin 
of San Buenaventura. He ap¬ 
pointed his brother, Don Andres 
Pico, and Don Manso as commis¬ 
sioners to "lease the misisons" 
San Buenaventura was leased to 
Narciso Botello and Jose Arnaz on 
Dec. 5, 1845, for an annual rental 
of $1630, and on June 8, 1846, was 
sold to Arnaz for $12,000, no part 
of which Pico paid to the Indians 
or the mission fathers The United 
States government, following 
American occupation, declared this 
and other mission sales illegal and 
on May 23, 1862, President Lincoln 
signed the proclamation returning 
San Buenaventura to the Catholic 
church.

UP) 
Ninrtcen-year-old Marvin Smith 
was recovering in a hospital here 
today from what doctors hoped 
would be the last of 1800 skin 
grafting operations on his right 
leg. 

On Oct. 28, 1933, the youth was 
injured in an automobile wreck. 
A spinning wheel of the wrecked 
car rubbed the flesh from his leg 
from knee to ankle. Hoc tors es¬ 
timated about 180 square inches 
of skin were torn off. 

He spent two birthdays in the 
hospital while Or. A. C. Broyless 
grafted a total of 1740 patches 
on the injured limb, using skin 


taken from various parts of the 
patient’s body. 

He was dismissed three months 
ago, but while working in a po¬ 
tato warehouse at Carp. Tenn., a 
few weeks later ho was bitten by 
a rat on the patched-up leg. In¬ 
fection developed and he was 
forced to return to the hospital 
where 60 more operations were 
necessary to restore the member 
to normal again.

Shawnee an<l Delaware Indians, 
ex - Bear Flag filibusters, and 
others, after having subdued all 
the country from San Diego north, 
but American military occupation 
of the Santa Ana-Los Angeles re¬ 
gion was short, for in a little 
over a month the Californian de¬ 
partmental army managed to drive 
the American forces out of all 
the region between Baja California 
and Santa Barbara 

It was then that the call to 
arms was sounded throughout the 
Santa Ana pueblos and all the 
able bodied Yorbas. Peraltas, and 
their servants and vaqueros joined 
the departmental army in the de¬ 
fense of their country. 

The war was on, and for more 
than three months Santa Ana 
Abajo presented the aspect of a 
semi-deserted ghost town, visited 
from time to time by cavalry 
units on the road to and from 
San Diego. 

Furnish War Supplies 

On Dec. 15, 1846, Captain An¬ 
dres Pico arrived to requisition all 
available horses, cattle, and food 
supplies under orders from Gov¬ 
ernor and Comandante General 
Jose Maria Flores, for the prosecu¬ 
tion of the war against Commo¬ 
dore Stockton's army in San 
Diego 

As the Californian forces fell 
back on Los Angeles, Santa Ana 
Abajo, and the other Yorba towns 
were completely evacuated by the 
defenders in order that no supplies 
or information be available to the 
Americans, this being in January 
of 1847. 

This time, however, the U. S. 
army took the upper camino real 
through Santa Ana Vieja, and did 
not again enter Santa Ana Abajo, 
although American control was 
loosely enforced there for the 
duration of the war. 

Pueblo Disappears 

The old alcalde had withdrawn 
to Los Angeles, where he appeared 
on the municipal government’s 
records as second alcalde and 
regidor of that city later in 1847, 
and later returned to his rancho 
where he spent the remainder of 
his days. His death spelled the 
end of pastoral days in old Santa 
Ana Abajo, and the breakup of 
the old, old pueblo on the river 
bank Soon his adobes disappeared 
into the soil, and the spreading 
walnut orchards of the new towns 
of Orange and Santa Ana obliter¬ 
ated all traces of them. 


late 1790's. Grijalva's adobe, the 
oldest one in the valley, is said 
to have stood on the south bank 
of Santiago creek near Villa Park, 
having been built not long after 
1796, the date of Grijalva's retire¬ 
ment from the army 

The Alcalde’s house, or part of 
it at least, at Santa Ana Abajo 
was most certainly constructed 
soon after 1797 by the first Yorba 
and inherited in 1825 by his eldest 
son and namesake, the subsequent 
Alcalde, who spared no pains to 
build up the settlement to the rank 
of a pueblo and judicial seat. 

Long a well-known landmark. 
Alcalde Yorba’s whitewashed, "L" 
shaped six-room adobe house, with 
its wide, spreading corridors and 
flat topped brea roof, easily dom¬ 
inated the surrounding adobes, en- 
ramadas and Indian jacales, or 
huts. It stood less than a third 
of a mile above the Chapman ave¬ 
nue bridge and less than 100 yards 
east of the river bank. 

Facing the east, and with a 
wing running east from the south 
end of the house, the adobe had 
a small patio to the northeast in 
which stood a huge poplar tree. 
A little to the north of the patio 
were the stables, not of adobe but 
of interlaced branches of trees, in 
the form of an enramada. South 
and east of the house, at the edge 
of the modern road, stood the 
jacales of the Indian laborers and 
servants. 

Other adobes, each with their 
own corralas, outbuildings, jacales, 
fields, vineyards, and orchards lay 
to the north and south of the Al¬ 
calde’s. Later, in the late forties 
or very early fifties, Isabel Ro¬ 
mero de Lopez purchased some 
land just east of the Alcalde's es¬ 
tablishment and built a fine large 
adobe which she later sold to a 
German of Anaheim. 

Rodriguez Buys Adobe 

This later addition to the pueblo 
of Santa Ana Abajo, although 
built after the fall of Mexican 
rule, was destined to be the last 
house to represent the now van¬ 
ished pueblo. In the later 1850’s 
it was purchased by don Francisco 
Rodriguez from the German and 
later came to be called the rod- 
riguez adobe, although more cor¬ 
rectly it was a Romero-Lopez 
house. 

Rodriguez, a Baja Californian, 
was a mayordomo on several of 
the old ranchos and had other, 
larger, houses at San Juan Capis¬ 
trano and on the Rancho Las 
Bolsas, He did not live long at 
Santa Ana Abajo and the house 
changed owners many times be¬ 
fore being razed to the ground 
in our own century. 

The other adobes, including the 
Alcalde’s dwelling, long before had 
melted down into the earth from 
which they had sprung, and no 
trace remains of any of them 
today, for after the old Alcalde’s 
death and the partition of the 
rancho, they were permitted to 
fall into ruin unheeded.

Of the five adobe pueblos of 
old along the Santa Ana,—Peralta. 
Santa Ana Abajo. Santa Ana 
Vieja, Santa Ana Arriba and Las 
Paderes—, the little settlement of 
Santa Ana Abajo, which once lay 
scattered along the east bank of 
the Rio Santa Ana in the imme¬ 
diate vicinity of the Chapman ave¬ 
nue bridge, has fared worst at the 
hands of time. 


Ranged in a more or less uni¬ 
form line along the river bank 
above and below the house of the 
alcalde, the eight or 10 adobe 
houses. Indian huts and enramadas 
formed a little pueblo of pastoral 
people occupied with their vine¬ 
yards, corn fields, and stock rais¬ 
ing, until the Great Partition of 
1868 broke up the Santa Ana 
rancho and with it this Yorba pue¬ 
blo of Santa Ana Abajo. 

That it was a recognized pueblo, 
subject to the municipal prefecture 
of Los Angeles in the 1830’s and 
’40’s there is no doubt, for the 
aged documents of the Los An¬ 
geles city archives under the Mex¬ 
ican republic name don Jose An¬ 
tonio Yorba II. great-great grand¬ 
father of the writer as “Auxiliary 
Alcalde and Juez de Campo of 
Santa Ana de Abajo" in 1859 and 
1840. 

1936 Census Consulted 

A hundred years ago a Mexican 
government "padron” or cenus was 
taken at Santa Ana Abajo which 
gives us an interesting insight into 
the annals of the tiny pueblo. Ac¬ 
cording to this document the ma¬ 
jority of the town's in habitants 
were members of the Yorba family 
and their servants. 

Excluding the large number of 
Indian house servants, laborers, 
and vaqueros, the following resi¬ 
dents were named: Jose Antonio 
Yorba II. Auxiliary Alcalde. Juez 
de Campo. and proprietor of the 
town; his wife Catalina Verdugo 
de Yorba; their children Jose An¬ 
tonio (III), Ramon, Miguel, Marie 
Andrea. Domingo, Magdalena and 
Juana; together with Jose Antonio 
Yorba Ill's little son Dolores; 
Francisco Farias (a servant) and 
his wife Estria Manriquez; Brigido 
Murillo and wife, Maria Juana 
Verdugo and their children, Jose 
Ramon, Miquel, Manuel and Maria. 

Of these, only- the Alcalde, Fran¬ 
cisco Farias, and Brigido Murillo 
were placed on the war depart¬ 
ment’s list as liable to military 
service under the departmental 
government. 

Founded in 1790's 

Old maps and land papers in¬ 
dicate this spot as one of the 
oldest settlements in the Santa 
Ana valley, for in 1801 on the 
original Grijalva map of the val¬ 
ley there already appear two 
houses in the vicinity, one with 
a vineyard and the other with 
cultivated fields, which seem to 
bear out the contentions of Terry 
Stephenson, county historian, that 
Lieut. Grijalva and his son-in-law, 
Jose Antonio Yorba I, had been 
in actual occupation of the rancho 
for some time before that, and 
had built their houses there in the

"One of the men climbed the 
tree and there were two babies 
a boy and a girl. 

"They probably had been fright¬ 
ened by the fighting and had 
climbed up there for safety. My 
grandfather took the youngsters 
with him. He secured the boy be¬ 
hind him on his horse. The little 
fellow evidently was cut out to be 
a fighter, for he was so mad about 
it that he sunk his teeth in my 
grandfather's hip, and he had quite 
a time pacifying the boy. 

"But he eventually brought the 
two Indian babies home to War¬ 
ner’s ranch, where he raised them. 

He sent them to the private school 
he maintained there. 

"When the boy grew up he be¬ 
came chief of all the Indians in 
this region, and he was known, for 
some reason, as Fig Tree John "

drove the old Black Diamond 
coach, a Concord stage, which is 
now on exhibit in George Mars- 
ton's Old Town museum at San 
Diego. 

Used Five Horses 

He used five horses, three next 
to the stage and two in the lead. 
He made the run to Campo in one 
day, changing horses at Jamul and 
Potrero. 

Prior to his stage experience, 
Mr. Stone was a mail rider be¬ 
tween San Diego and Julian, which 
in those days was enjoying a min¬ 
ing boom. 

Other memories of the pioneer 
stag driver include the time in 
1868 when the city of San Diego 
auctioned off lots in the bay region 
for 27 cents an acre, and the boom 
days of the 80’s when land prices 
skyrocketed. 

To Anaheim in 1883 

In 1883 Mr. Stone moved to Ana¬ 
heim. He went to Puente in 1884, 
where he became foreman of the 
Bob Northam ranch. From 1888 
to 1891 he was in Fullerton, where 
he started a livery stable. Later 
he worked two years for William 
Rowan as foreman of his 40-acre 
walnut ranch in the La Habra val¬ 
ley. He was an oil driller after 
that at Puente and in the Wilshire 
district. He returned to the La 
Habra valley in 1904. where he 
bought a 40-acre ranch, which he 
sold in 1932 He then bought an 
80-acre alfalfa ranch at Artesia, 
which he lost in 1934, Mr. Brum- 
mer said. 

"But the loss did not down 
Stone, to all appearances,’’ Mr. 
Brummer said. "He is in good 
cheer at all times, enjoys an ex¬ 
ceptionally clear memory and good 
health. He is one of those amiable 
souls who does not mind being 
questioned about those early days, 
but rather enjoys reminiscing 
about them.’’ 


"Fourteen bandits charged into 
the store. Thirteen of them were 
shot down as fast as they came 
through the door. When the raid 
was over, their bodies lay there in 
a heap. One got away." 

That is one of the memories that 
lives today with E. H. Stone, 78. 
who went to Anaheim in 1883, and 
moved to Artesia in 1934. 

The multiple killing occurred at 
Campo, a border town in San Diego 
county, only 40 feet from the Mexi¬ 
can line. The store was owned by 
Mr. Gaskell, who had been warned 
that bandits would attempt a raid 
on the little community. Mr. Gas¬ 
kell had rifles placed all about the 
store. When the attack finally 
came, he had plenty of weapons 
handy. 

Youngest Stage Driver 

Mr. Stone was interviewed re¬ 
cently by Walther Brummer, re¬ 
search worker for a federal his¬ 
torical project here, sponsored by 
the Santa Ana schools and super¬ 
vised by Mrs. G. E. Ashby under 
the general direction of W. W. 
Wieman. 

Mr. Stone recalled that he was 
the youngest stage driver ever em¬ 
ployed as such. For a year, when 
he was 17, he drove a stage from 
San Diego to Campo in 1875. He 


for her safe return. The money 
was obtained by the father but 
never was paid.

He lost consciousness within one 
minute after the deadly gas fumes 
filled the small cubicle. 

During his last moments, in¬ 
cluding his walk up the 13 steps to 
the death chamber. Sullivan, for¬ 
mer Colorado convict, smoked a 
cigar. He grinned broadly and 
waved to friends and spectators 
up to the time his head dropped 
to his chest.

Las Bolsas rancho has been 
the scene of strife as well as 
constructive developments in 
Orange county. It has the Santa 
Ana river as its southern boun¬ 
dary, and a coastline running 
from a point a few miles up the 
coast from Huntington Beach, 
down to the river’s mouth. Its 
other two boundaries are jagged, 
pointed lines. 

This rancho was granted in 
1834 to Antonio Nieto. Later 
it was one of the richest graz¬ 
ing pastures of the ranchos ac¬ 
quired by Don Abe! Stearns. In 
the early days it was the scene 
of squatter troubles, according 
to the Pleasants history of Or¬ 
ange county. 

For many years in modern 
times the celery and beet in¬ 
dustries flourished on territory 
once included in this rancho. 

It is reported there was con 
siderable trouble in getting the 
title to the rancho confirmed 
and that later there was diffi¬ 
culty about the boundary line 
because the Santa Ana river 
shifted its course. 

Within the boundaries of the 
old rancho are the towns of 
Huntington Beach, Garden 
Grove, Westminster, Talbert, 
Bolsa and Midway City. 


It was the location in 1871 of 
the Presbyterian colony formed 
at Westminster by the Rev. L. 
P. Webber. The lands in the 
colony was sold at that time for 
prices ranging from $8 to $20 
an acre.

An intensive police hunt for a key 
figure in the killing of William 
Desmond Taylor revived interest 
today in the 14-year-old enigma 
that will not rest. 

Informed that Edward F. Sands, 
who was once butler to the film 
director, had been seen four times 
in Long Beach this week, police 
and investigators from the district 
attorney's office searched beach 
towns for the elusive fugitive. 

Far-Flung Trail 

Sands disappeared shortly before 
Taylor was found shot to death 
in his apartment in 1922, and just 
after a warrant for his arrest had 
been issued, charging him with 
forging Taylor's name to checks 
and embezzling his money. Taylor 
was the complainant. 

Since that time, vague clues 
took investigators on far-flung 
trails in search of Sands, in this 
country, South America and Eu¬ 
rope. 

An investigator of the district 
attorney's office, Captain Jesse 
Winn, said he was sure "the trail 
is hot" this time. 

The search was launched after 
a Long Beach hotel man, associate 
of Taylor who said he knew Sands 
well, reported he had seen him sev¬ 
eral times in Long Beach within 
the past few days 

Mystery Not Cleared 

The inquiry into the noted direc¬ 
tor's death resulted in sensational 
headlines, with Mary Miles Minter 
and Mabel Normand, then screen 
stars, questioned concerning their 
relations with the victim, but the 
mystery was not clarified. 

Officials have inclined to the be¬ 
lief that Sands, whom Taylor dis¬ 
charged as his butler before his 
death, was really the director’s 
brother. Taylor's real name was 
William Cunningham Deane-Tan- 
ner, and that of Sands, authorities 
said, was Dennis Deane-Tanner. 


Orange county's share of the 
$7,354,644.99 motor vehicle tax 
fund collected during the first 
quarter of the year is $19,024 99, 
according to a report released to¬ 
day by Ray Ingel3, state director 
of the motor vehicles department.

PICNIC POINTERS 

Summertime is picnic time the 
country over. Soon families with 
small children will make pilgrim¬ 
ages to the beach or the mountains, 
men and boys go fishing, little 
girls give tea parties, and mothers 
gather on cool porches to sew and 
talk. Whatever the occasion, the 
housewife is usually called upon 
for refreshments. Here are some 
easy ways to save time and effort 
when making a quantity of sand¬ 
wiches. 

Make a definite order of work 
in order to save time and effort in 
preparing the sandwiches. That is. 
prepare bread, fillings an 1 butter 
before starting to put sandwiches 
together. Have as large a work¬ 
ing surface as possible and spread 
out the complete number of slices 
of bread for one kind of sandwich. 
Then cover all quickly with butter: 
then all with fillings: then put all 
together. Cut sandwiches in stacks 
of not more than 6. Larger stacks 
make it hard to cut even-sliced 
sandwiches. 

In all types of fillings, except 
those which are extremely soft and 
n^ed the protective film of butter 
n&xt to bread to prevent soaking, 
combine butter with filling and so 
eliminate one step in preparation. 

For dainty sandwiches, remove 
crusts first to make slicing easier. 

General Sandwich Rule*: 

1. Avoid making them either dry 
or “gooey.” Both extremes spoil 
both the appearance and the eating 
qualities. 

2. Spread the butter for substi¬ 
tute such as salad dressing) evenly 
and completely over the bread. 

3. Make the filling generous 
enough to be satisfying; individual 
enough to have distinction. 

4. Bread should be fresh, but not 
less than 24 hours old. 

5. Make picnic sandwiches easy 
to carry, moist enough to make up 
for lack of drinking water, and 
hearty enough to satisfy outdoor 
appetites. 

6. Appearance is most important 
in planning tea sandwiches. Dain¬ 
tiness. color, design and shape 
must be carefully planned, for they 
can make or mar the general 
effect. 

7. Flavor must be considered in 
tea sandwiches more than the 
amount. Piquancy and unusualness 
(whether sharp, sweet or sour) 
must be stressed to accomplish 
this. 

Practical Suggestions 

1. Be sure to have a sharp knife; 
or. perhaps, your grocer or baker 
will slice it for you. 

2. Softening the butter first, of 
course, makes for greater ease and 
economy; you may also 

a. Mix a half-cup of milk with 
each pound of butter as you sof¬ 
ten it. a proportion which can 
he used in lesser amounts. Let 
butter come to room temperature; 
then cream it, gradually working 
in the milk. 

b. Use a spatula, which spreads 
butter more easily than a knife 

c. Spread butter on the loaf, 
before cutting the slice; bread 
will cut nicely and will not tear. 

3. All types of bread may be 
used 

a. Attractive sandwiches arc 
made with slice of one kind of 
bread on one side, and another 
kind on other side. 

b. For ordinary fillings, use un¬ 
usual bread; for unusual fillings 
use plain bread: 

1. Ham is more interesting on 

thin rye. 

2. Anchovy paste is best on 

plain white. 

Picnic Sandwiches 
Meat Sandwiches: 

1. Mix chopped corned tongue 


anu c.-iopp'd apple with mayon¬ 
naise: put between slice of rye and 
slice of white. 

2. Season ground ham with lem¬ 
on juice and mustard; mix with 
chopped parsley and lettuce; serve 
on French bread with mayonnaise. 

3. Slice corned beef very thin; 
place on white bread with filling 
of cole slaw. 

Other Picnic Sandwiches: 

1 f’hop hard-cooked egg; take 
half its quantity of chopped cu¬ 
cumber and moisten with 1000 
Island Dressing. 

2. Bono sardines: snrinkle with 
ler.ion .ivice: spread with thin cov¬ 
ering of mayonnaise to which 
finely-chopped beets and ripe ol¬ 
ives have been added. Serve on 
pumpernickel bread. 

3. Mash baked beans; moisten 
with lemon juice and little chili 
sauce: spread between rounds of 
buttered Boston brown bread. 

4. Mix chopped pecans and co- 
coanut with mashed sweet potato 
with heavy cream to moisten. 
Spread between graham bread 
layers. 

5. Moisten flaked salmon with 
tomato pulp; add few gratings of 
onion; spread between white bread. 

Tea Sandwiches 

1. Short pieces of celery stuffed 
with cheese, rolled in bread slices; 
fasten with a toothpick. 

2. Chop broiled mushrooms, very 
fine; moisten with cream and a 
dash of Worcestershire sauce. 
Serve between slices of white 
bread. 

3. Mash bananas to a pulp; add 
finely chopped bacon. Serve on 
whole wheat bread. 

4. Moisten ground dates with or¬ 
ange juice; add a few chopped nuts 
and preserved ginger. Serve on a 
slice of white and one of graham. 

5. Mash avocados; season with 
lemon juice and salt. Serve on 
fancy-shaped pieces of toast. 

6. Season applesauce with nut¬ 
meg; top with star of whipped 
cream: serve on thin slices of gin¬ 
gerbread. 

7. Mix bacon butter with horse¬ 
radish: serve on toast fingers with 
ends dipper! in grated egg yolk. 
< Bacon butter is softened butter to 
which pulverized cooked bacon has 
been added). 

8. Spread cream cheese on gra¬ 
ham bread: place on top orange 
segment dipped in ground nuts. 

9. Mix anchovy paste with cream 
cheese; spread on fancy cuts of

A Soldier Renounces War 

J UST one month before his death in Kensington yes¬ 
terday, Lord Allenby, British conqueror of Palestine, 
renounced “the glory of conquest with its gain of dead sea 
fruit” and advocated establishment of a world peace force.

Dictator Diplomacy 

A MBITIOUS Prince Von Starhemberg seems to have 
been badly outdistanced by scholarly Chancellor 
Schuschnigg in the race for supreme power at Vienna. 

The prince—head of a private army, owner of 35 cas¬ 
tles, sole heir of a family 1000 years old, and close friend 
of Mussolini—has been removed as vice-chancellor in 
Schuschnigg’s latest coup. His fate may parallel that of 
two other Austrian leaders—Major Emil Fey who was de¬ 
moted to an unimportant position and Chancellor Dollfuss 
who was assassinated. 

On the other hand, the ousted aristocrat, who has 
thousands of bayonets at his command, may not take the 
dismissal without giving a blow in return. His Heimwehr 
has been ordered to stand “in readiness.” It is possible 
that troubled Austria may again see stormy days like 
those in 1934 when Socialist and Nazi revolts were purged 
in blood. 

The late revolution in Spain cost $^5,000,000, it is 
reported. Judging by the news reels, it wasn’t worth it. 

New Work for G-Men 

N OW that Department of Justice agents have rounded 
up the nation’s most notorious kidnapers—picking 
them off one by one, like clay pipes in a shooting gallery— 
there’s another job where they are needed. 

The United States is overrun with swindlers who have 
been robbing thousands of needy citizens through get- 
rich-quick schemes. Many of their victims are widows 
and old people, who lose their life savings in glittering 
rackets. 

Of course, a roundup of these grafters will not be so 
spectacular as the drive on kidnapers. But it will be 
equally important, and it will make the United States a 
better place to live in.
